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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance of claims 1-16 is the claim 1 limitation of reading the tracking information from 
the tracking memory and storing same in a data base that associates the users to whom the image 
recording medium has been distributed with the identifying mark recorded in the image area, in 
combination with all the claim limitations in total. The primary reason for allowance of claims 
17-32 is the claim 17 limitation of storing the image recording medium, having encoded 
identifying mark in an image bearing segment, using second packaging having a second memory 
and storing information in the second memory from which the markings on the imaged recording 
medium can be used to determine information about the distribution of the marked image 
recording medium, in combination with all the other claim limitations in total. The primary 
reason for allowance of claim 33 is the claim limitation for extracting and decoding the encoded 
identifying mark from a segment of an image recording medium and accessing the memory to 
obtain data stored at the data location associated with the identifying mark, in combination with 
all the other claim limitations in total. The primary reason for allowance of claims 34-41 is the 
claim 34 limitation for a tracking memory having data stored therein associated with the 
identifying mark encoded on a segment of an image receiving surface, in combination with all 
the other claim limitations in total.
